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Annual  Giving  Produces  Record  $230,279

The  record  $230,279  contributed  through  Presbyterian 
College's  Annual  Giving  amounted  to  a  9  percent  increase 
over  the  previous  year.  It  has  provided  vital  reinforcement 
of  the  College  operation  buffeted  by  the  declining  economy. 

This  total  from  1.933  contributors  does  not  include 
other  yearly  sources  such  as  church  budget  gifts  ($156,471) 
and  the  South  Carolina  Foundation  of  Independent  Col- 
leges ($45,266)  which  push  the  total  for  current  operations 
to" more  than  $432,000. 

Annual  Giving's  final  1974  count  topped  its  $230,000 
goal  and  compared  to  the  1973  figure  of  $211,058.  It  also 
brought  the  cumulative  16-year  total  to  just  under  $2 
million  for  this  program  which  has  been  cited  nationally 
several  times. 

Alumni  last  year  gave  as  never  before  and  so  did  the 
non-alumni  parents  and  friends.  Especially  high  participa- 


Total  74  Gifts 
Exceed  $1  Million 
For  Sixth  Year 

Gifts  from  all  sources  to  PC  in  1974 
totaled  $1.01  million  —  the  sixth 
straight  year  that  contributions  have 
exceeded  the  one-million-dollar  mark. 

Last  year's  report,  led  by  alumni 
donations  representing  almost  one- 
fourth  of  the  total,  amoimted  to 
$1,010,787  from  these  four  major 
categories: 

Capital  purposes  —  $578,771;  An- 
nual Giving  —  $230,279;  Synod  of 
the  Southeast  budget  (Presbyterian 
churches  of  South  Carolina  and 
Georgia)  —  $156,471;  and  the  South 
Carolina  Foundation  of  Independent 
Colleges  (business  and  industry)  — 
$45,266.  The  last  four  of  these  cate- 
gories represent  new  records  in  giving. 

The  total  gift  support  for  the  previ- 
ous five  years  ran  as  follows:  1969 — 
$1.27  million;  1970  — $1.03  million; 
1971— $1.02  million;  1972  — $1.15 
million;  1973— $1.12  million.

A  1175,950  Grant  for  PE  Center 

A  $175,950  Federal  grant  is  on  the  way  to  help  with  the  cost  of  the  physical 
education  center  now  under  construction. 

PC  and  two  other  colleges  in  South  Carolina  have  been  awarded  funds 
under  the  Higher  Education  Facilities  Act  of  the  Department  of  Health,  Edu- 
cation and  Welfare.  Application  was  made  more  than  two  years  ago,  even 
though  the  Title  I  program  had  no  funds  available.  When  the  program  received 
some  additional  funding  by  Congress  last  year,  PC  stood  at  the  head  of  the 
list  from  this  state.  Since  then,  the  program  has  returned  to  an  inactive  status. 

The  $1.2  million  physical  education  center,  named  for  Alumnus  Ross  E. 
Templeton,  is  now  in  the  final  stages  of  construction.  Workers  are  painting 
interior  surfaces  and  completing  the  flooring  of  the  basketball  court  area.  It 
is  expected  to  be  ready  for  occupancy  in  May. 


Thomason  Fountain  at  Center  Plaza 

This  pool  with  three-spray  fountain  and  underwater  light- 
ing adds  an  interesting  touch  to  the  center  plaza  where 
Judd  Building  once  stood.  It  is  the  focal  point  of  the 
landscape  architect's  plan  to  beautify  the  area  situated 
between  Neville  Hall  and  Richardson  Science  Hall  and 
directly  in  front  of  the  new  Thomason  Library. 

Landscape  work  began  last  fall.  In  addition  to  the  20 
by  40-foot  pool  and  fountain,  a  pattern  of  walkways 
already  has  been  completed.  Future  cultivation  will  add 
lawn  grasses  and  plantings  of  various  shrubs  and  flowers 
natural  to  this  region. 

The  fountain  will  be  named  for  James  H.  Thomason, 
Sr.,  retired  Laurens  County  businessman  and  generous 
library  benefactor,  whose  additional  gift  of  $25,000 
gave  impetus  to  the  center  plaza  beautification. 
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Four  Foundation  Grants  Undergird  PC  Program 


Recent  gifts  totaling  $15,000  from 
a  foundation  which  wishes  to  remain 
anonymous  brings  to  $27,500  the 
amount  this  agency  has  contributed 
to  the  PC  scholarship  budget  over 
the  past  15  months. 

The  funds  are  specifically  desig- 
nated for  current  operations  to  pro- 
vide financial  aid  to  deserving  young 
women  "in  need  of  assistance  in  secur- 
ing a  proper  and  adequate  education." 

The  foundation  made  an  initial 
grant  of  $7,500  to  PC  in  late   1973. 

$10,000  Added  to  Baker  Scholarship 

An  alumnus  who  is  president  of 
one  of  the  South's  largest  corpora- 
tions has  designated  a  $10,000  addi- 
tion to  the  endowment  fimd  he 
established  here  in  honor  of  Kenneth 


N.  Baker,  professor  emeritus  of  busi- 
ness administration,  who  served  on 
the  PC  factulty  from  1936  until  1968. 
The  gift  through  the  company 
foundation  increases  to  $25,000  the 
endowment  of  the  Baker  Scholarship 
in  business  administration.  The  fund 
was  set  up  anonymously  with  an  initial 
grant  of  $10,000  in  1972,  and  $5,000 
was  added  in  1973. 


Sears-Roebuck  Foundation  Gives  $900 

Again  this  year,  the  Sear-Roebuck 
Foundation  has  awarded  an  unre- 
stricted grant  to  strengthen  the  College 
program. 

The  latest  one  is  in  the  amount  of 
$900  as  part  of  the  foundation's 
1974-75   program   of  support  to  pri- 


vate higher  education  nationally.  Nine- 
teen private  colleges  in  South  Carolina 
received  a  total    $18,999. 


Challenge  Grant  Enhances  Music 

The  claiming  of  a  $2,500  challenge 
grant  from  the  Presser  Foundation  of 
Bryn  Mawr,  Pa.,  enables  PC  to  enhance 
its  music  program  through  the  purchase 
of  musical  scores. 

With  the  addition  of  matching  funds 
to  claim  the  foundation  challenge,  the 
total  $5,000  is  being  used  to  acquire 
the  complete  works  of  composers  Bach, 
Beethoven  and  Mozart — the  definitive 
edition  from  Europe  which  ultimately 
will  include  200  volumes.  Opera,  or- 
chestral and  chamber  music  scores  also 
will  be  added. 


Tennis  Anticipation: 

First  Women's  Team,  Good  Prospects  for  Men 


Tennis  anticipation  mounts  as  PC 
prepares  to  field  its  first  intercollegiate 
women's  team  and  a  men's  squad 
determined  to  return  to  the  national 
spotlight. 

New  Coach  Georgia  Amaya  "71, 
former  NAIA  national  champion,  has 
been  putting  both  men  and  women 
through  the  same  strenuous  drills  and 
practice  sessions  for  weeks.  He  is 
pleased  with  their  spirit  and  progress. 

"I  am  optimistic  about  both  teams," 
he  said.  "The  women  have  been  right 
in  there  doing  everything  the  men  do 
and  all  working  very  hard  to  improve 
their  play.  We  have  good  material 
among  our  girls,  but  they  need  the 
experience  that  only  intercollegiate 
competition  can  bring.  The  men's  team 
looks  exceptionally  good  at  this  stage. 
We  have  very  good  depth,  strong 
all  the  way  down  the  line." 

Pointing  toward  the  future,  Amaya 
added:  "We  are  looking  forward  to 
expanding  women's  tennis  to  go  along 
with  our  men's  program  to  give  PC 
a  really  fine,  all-round  tennis  program. 
It  has  great  student  appeal." 

Full  schedules  against  stiff  com- 
petition await  both  teams,  starting 
the  first  week  in  March  (see  Campus 
Calendar). 

The  eight-member  women's  team, 
which  introduces  a  new  dimension  to 


PC  sports,  is  composed  of  six  fresh- 
men, a  sophomore  and  one  junior. 
They  are:  Libby  Galloway  and  Cathy 
Rose  Beaty.  both  of  Rock  Hill;  Ellen 
Faulk,  Virginia  Balfour  and  Joan 
Williams,  all  of  Thomasville,  Ga.; 
Betty  Lynn  Lybrand  of  Greenville; 
Lynn  Martin  of  Atlanta;  and  Leta 
Meole  of  Ellenton,  Ga. 

The  nine  members  of  the  men's 
squad  are:  Mike  Faya  of  Cantonsville, 
Md.;  Alvaro  Angel,  Tony  Angel  and 
Carlos  Behar,  all  of  Bogota,  Colombia, 
South  America;  Tom  Norfleet  of 
Greensboro,  N.  C;  T.  K.  Farley  of 
Danville,  Va.;  Thelon  Hamby  of  Co- 
lumbus, Ga.;  Kim  Hellengar  of  Toc- 
coa,  Ga.;  and  John  Preston  of  Colum- 
bia, S.  C.

John  F.  Perry,  a  former  football 
star  who  has  served  as  an  admissions 
counselor  here  since  his  1972  gradua- 
tion, returned  to  PC  athletics  last 
month  as  an  assistant  football  coach, 
head  golf  coach  and  instructor  in 
physical  education. 

The  Eufaula,  Ala.,  native  replaced 
Herman  Jackson,  who  resigned  in 
December  to  enter  private  business. 
John  Perry  played  both  offensive 
tackle  and  defensive  middle-guard  as 
a  PC  undergraduate  and  was  team 
captain  his  senior  year,  when  he  was 
named  to  the  NAIA  All-District  team. 


Basketball  Shoots  for  District  Playoffs 


Entering  the  final  stretch  in  mid- 
February,  the  Blue  Hose  basketball 
team  carried  an  overall  13-12  record 
and  hopes  of  making  the  NAIA  Dis- 
trict 6  playoffs. 

PC's  mark  against  district  com- 
petition stood  at  10-7.  Post-season 
playoffs  will  put  the  top  six  teams 
against  each  other  for  the  right  to 
represent  the  district  in  the  NAIA 
national  basketball  tournament  in 
Kansas  City  next  month. 


George  Hestir  continued  to  set  the 
team  pace  and  rank  among  the  state's 
top  ten  scorers  with  a  21.2  points-per- 
game  average.  Marion  Miller  had  a 
13  average;  Alvin  Sewell,  9.3;  Mike 
Silver,  8.7;  and  Randy  Hyde,  8.3. 
Hyde  dominated  the  rebound  depart- 
ment with  an  11.3  average. 

The  fast-breaking  squad  of  Coach 
Larry  Burch  had  a  scoring  average 
of  80.4  points  for  the  25  games,  while 
the  opposition  averaged  80.3.

Scholarships  to  Recognize  Range  of  Talents 


Presbyterian  College  has  a  growing 
list  of  candidates  from  among  high 
school  seniors  for  some  50  scholar- 
ships given  annually  in  recognition  of 
academic  and  musical  ability  and 
qualities  of  leadership. 

The  grants  range  from  an  honor- 
ary stipend  to  the  full  cost  of  attend- 
ance, depending  on  need.  They  are 
renewable  for  the  four  years  of  study. 

Admissions  Director  Joe  Nixon 
said  candidates  for  the  Founder's  and 
Alumni  Scholarships,  the  top  academic 
awards,  will  be  invited  individually 
for  campus  visits  during  the  last  week 
in  February  and  the  first  week  in 
March.  Awards  will  be  made  shortly 
thereafter.  In  the  meantime,  decisions 
on  President's  Scholarships  for  leader- 
ship already  are  being  made  on  an 
individual  basis,  to  continue  until  May. 

Dr.  Charles  T.  Gaines,  fine  arts 
department  chairman,  will  select  five 
music  scholarship  winners  from  among 
qualified  entering  freshmen  and  trans- 
fer students  planning  to  major  in  music 


at  PC.  These  grants  amount  to  $2,000 
each  for  the  four  years  of  study 
($500  per  year).  Recipients  will  be 
chosen  after  auditions  scheduled  to 
be  held  on  campus  on  March  8.

SPRING  ENROLLMENT:  792 

Presbyterian  enrolled  792  students 
for  the  spring  semester  of  the  1974-75 
session,  which  began  on  January  3. 

This  total  is  compared  to  841  reg- 
istered for  the  second  semester  last 
year  and  842  enrolled  last  fall. 
Twenty-five  students  completed  work 
on  their  degrees  in  December. 

The  current  student  body  is  com- 
posed of  475  men  and  317  women 
from  21  states  and  three  foreign 
countries.  Among  the  leading  states 
represented  on  campus,  South  Caro- 
lina has  461;  Georgia,  205;  North 
Carolina,  46;  and  Florida,  32.

PC  Tightens  Belt  Against  Economic  ''Crunch" 


The  financial  "crunch"  hitting  colleges  nation-wide  also 
is  being  felt  at  PC.  And  whereas  new  facilities  and 
the  record  Annual  Giving  response  brighten  the  campus 
picture,  inflation  takes  a  heavy  toll. 

Faculty,  staff  and  students  all  have  joined  in  trying 
to  hold  down  operating  expenses.  President  Weersing  said 
the  cooperative  effort  has  produced  a  general  belt-tightening 
aimed  at  saving  5  percent  in  most  areas  in  order  to  offset 
the  almost  uncontrollable  increases  in  others. 

For  example.  Business  Manager  G.  Edward  Campbell 
reports  the  utilities  cost  this  year  running  75  percent  ahead 
of  last  year.  He  said:  ",4bout  50  percent  of  this  increase 
for  heat,  lights  and  water  is  due  to  inflation;  the  other  25, 
to  expanded  facilities.  Dining  hall  food  continues  to  rise 
in  price,  although  the  10  percent  increase  this  year  is  con- 
siderably under  the  25  percent  jump  experienced  between 
1973  and  1974." 

Supplies,  materials  and  goods  for  maintenance  of  day- 
today  operations  all  have  soared  in  price.  The  cost  of  paper 
and  of  printing  is   up.    Postage  has   increased  20  percent. 

The  College  budget  for  the  1974-75  session  was  set  at 
$3.98  million  last  May  by  the  board  of  trustees.  It  antici- 
pated some  inflation  and  the  regular  built-in  cost  increases, 
but  nothing  to  compare  with   what   actually  has  happened. 

"Faculty  is  understanding  and  cooperative" 

Trying  to  balance  that  budget  has  brought  special  con- 
servation measures  to  reduce  the  consumption  of  electricity 
and  heating  fuel.  Departments  are  absorbing  cost  increases 
within  existing  budget  allocations  and  then  trying  to  cut  a 
little  more. 

Dean  W.  Fred  Chapman  said  faculty  members  have 
cooperated  in  trimming  3  percent  from  the  approved  aca- 
demic budget  for  the  current  year.  He  added: 

"We  have  done  this  without  seriously  affecting  the  pro- 
gram by  curtailing  travel,  by  reduced  and  delayed  equipment 
purchases,  and  by  eliminating  some  of  the  servicing  fees 
and  contracts  on  existing  equipment.  The  library  budget 
has  been  cut  somewhat. 

"In  projections  for  the  1975-76  session,  we  plan  to 
cut  back  4-1/3  faculty  positions  without  seriously  affecting 
our  teaching  program.  This  will  be  done  by  not  filling  va- 
cancies caused  by  retirement  and  temporary  appointments 
and  by  phasing  down  part-time  teaching.  Another  adjust- 
ment, a  tenured  foreign  language  professor  will  hereafter 
spend  one-half  of  his  time  in  English,  where  the  need  is 
greater." 

Dr.  Chapman  said  attention  also  is  being  given  to  re- 
ducing the  1975  summer  school  costs.  And  he  pointed  out: 

"In  all  of  these  efforts  to  economize,  the  faculty  is  very 


understanding  and  cooperative.  I  am  convinced  that,  should  ] 
we  face  a  severe  financial  crisis  in  the  future,  faculty  mem-  i 
bers  would  respond  to  assuming  heavier  teaching  loads."  ■ 
Administrative  offices  are  not  replacing  some  departed 
personnel.  Closer  reign  also  is  being  put  on  travel,  supplies, 
printing  and  the  ordering  of  new  equipment.  Members  of  I 
the  maintenance  and  dining  hall  staffs  who  retire  or  leave' 
are  not  presently  being  replaced.  And  Campbell  hopes  a! 
redistribution  of  janitorial  duties  will  make  it  possible  to 
service  the  new  physical  education  center  and  new  women's  ^ 
dormitory  —  in  operation  next  fall  —  without  increasing  the 
present  staff.  A  small  plant  item  but  part  of  the  pattern:  | 
PC  did  not  put  out  winter  grass  seed  this  year.  j 

Cutback  on  supplies  and  travel  in  athletics  J 

Athletic  Director  Cally  Gault  said  his  department  isj 
reducing  the  use  of  supplies  in  all  sports  and  traveling  lessi 
both  for  recruiting  and  team  competition.  As  a  rule,  team! 
trips  to  more  distant  places  are  being  underwritten  by  guar- 
antees. He  plans  to  stabilize  the  size  of  his  football  squad] 
to  utilize  existing  equipment.  ' 

Departments  already  have  submitted  detailed  budget i 
projections  for  1975-76  and,  for  the  first  time,  estimates] 
for  the  following  year,  too.  Across  the  board,  the  emphasis  j 
is  on  economies  that  do  not  hurt  the  basic  programs.  PCI 
operations  have  never  been  considered  "fat."  Now  theyj 
will  get  just  a  little  leaner. 

There  are  other  financial  elements  to  be  considered.! 
While  the  endowment  portfolio  has  slumped  with  the  stock! 
market.  Annual  Giving  and  church  contributions  have  risen 
to  new  heights  of  support.  Student  fees  remain  the  single:! 
largest  source  of  income.  A  $200  increase  to  $3,300  (tui-J 
tion,  room,  board  and  general  fees)  scheduled  for  next  fallj 
will  not  keep  pace  with  inflation,  but  the  College  is  reluc-< 
tant  to  impose  a  heavier  burden  on  students  and  their  fami-; 
lies.  Full  enrollment  depends  on  the  retention  of  present, 
students  and  the  sound  recruitment  of  new  ones.  ^ 

Problems  no  cause  for  undue  pessimism 

PC  officials  agree  economic  problems  are  real  but  hardlyi 
cause  for  undue  pessimism.  They  should  not  obscure  the 
positive  aspects  of  a  vibrant  program  amid  the  finest  campus 
facilities.  And  even  adversity  has  its  merit  in  forcing  a 
closer  look  at  the  total  College  operations,  shaking  down 
the  management  function  a  bit  and  bringing  a  new  spirit 
of  cooperation. 

Off-campus,  a  vital  key  to  the  future,  according  tOj 
President  Weersing,  will  be  the  increasing  participation  of: 
alumni  and  friends  in  generating  financial  support  and  in! 
helping  to  recruit  well-qualified  students.  , 
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
